Unable to explain why his truck 
struck a wagon being driven along 
Uie Hanover-Carlisle road, a mile 
north of Hampton. Saturday after­ 
noon at 2:30 o’clock resulting in tho 
death of Chester Griest, 9. East Ber­ 
lin R I, Paul E. Lloyd. 32. Bridge­ 
ton, York county, Is a prisoner in 
the county jail here in default of 
$1,000 bail for his appearance at a 
coroner’s inquest. 
Sunday, Lloyd 
told 
Patrolman 
Harleman thai his truck had been 
hit by a car that passed him at the 
same time he attempted to pass the 
wagon on which the Griest boy was 
riding. Earlier in the investigation, 
Lloyd had said that he didn’t re­ 
member seeing the wagon before the 
crash and again stated that he re­ 
called the wagon was in the middle 
of the road and did not allow him 
sufficient space in 
which to com­ 
pute the pass. 
Uovd told Patrolman George 6. 
Harleman. of the local substation 
of the state highway patrol, who in­ 
vestigated. that he had been driv­ 
ing the truck from 4:30 o'clock Sat­ 
urday morning. 
He neither denied 
or affirmed the officer’s suggestion 
that he had been asleep at the 
wheel when the accident occurred. 
The crash took place on a straight 
level stretch of road and so far as 
the officer was able to leant there 
was no traffic coming in the opposite 
direction to prevent Lloyd from 
passing the slow-moving wagon. 
Wagon Partly Off Road 
Fresh tracks along tile side of the 
highway indicated to the investi­ 
gating officer that the Griest boy 
had been driving toward Hampton 
with the right wheels of his horse- 
drawn vehicle off the hard-surfaced 
section of tile road. 
The boy was 
going to a woodlot nearby where he 
intended to help his father haul 
wood to their home about a mile 
away, near Round Hill. 
Lloyd, enroute to Baltimore with 
five tons of “bootleg” coal from the 
mines, 
also 
was 
driving 
toward 
Hampton. He was alone 
Marks on 
the truck and the demolished wagon 
showed that, the right front of the 
truck had hit the left rear section 
of the wagon. The boy was thrown 
to the road wav and struck his head. 
He died at 2:55 o’clock in the Han­ 
over General hospital from a frac­ 
ture of the skull. He was not con­ 
scious after the accident. 
Tile truck stopped alxiut IOO feet 
south of the point of impact. There 
were no brake marks on the high­ 
way to indicate that the driver had 
made any attempt to check his 
truck before the collision, the of­ 
ficer said. Damage to the truck did 
not exceed $20. 
Driver Faces Charges 
R. E Johnson, York Springs, ar­ 
rived at tho scene of the accident 
a short time after the crash occur­ 
red and took the critically injured 
boy to the Hanover hospital. Lloyd 
accompanied the pair. Hanover po­ 
lice and the state highway patrol 
were notified. 
Patrolman Harleman stated that 
the truck Lloyd was driving was two i 
and a half inches over the legal 
width for such vehicles and that j 
Lloyd will be charged with driving 
an over-width truck. 
He also will 
tx* charged with reckless driving. 
The officer said he has not decided 
whether the driver is to be faced 
with an additional charge of deliv­ 
ering coal 
without 
weight 
slips. 
The charges will he filed todav be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace J. R. Hart­ 
man. Hampton. 
The York county coroner, Dr. L. 
U. Zeeh, was notified of the fatality 
and made an investigation because 
the death had taken place in York 
county.

MILK 
A 
YOUNG man came into my office today and in our confidential and 
intim ate talk, expressed him self as envious of the time in which I 
started my career. “Things are not the same, as when you were a young 
man, starting out," he said, “a boy had a chance then.” 
My reply wras that he had a greater chance and far wider opportuni­ 
ties today than then because so much has changed—our ideas, our mode 
| of living, and our higher standards. 
Advancement m eans a greater de­ 
mand upon men’s minds and ingenuity. 
We now travel faster, and so have to think faster—or at least more 
alertly. 
W alter B. Pitkin puts it correctly. 
“Change makes chance,” he 
says. And “the greater the cliange, the greater the chance, as a rule,” he 
adds. 
W hy is it, therefore, that so m any people, especially the young, look 
upon these changed times as a sort of Ghost, ever stalking before them? 
A man came into my office recently and stated that he had applied for a 
job at 400 different places—and had been turned down by all. 
I talked 
with him and tried to encourage him, tried to discover the reason for this 
tragedy. 
Finally, my caller answered the problem him self when he .said: 
“I guess the reason is in m e.” 
I believe it is, for he is a m an who has 
held m any important positions, one for a long time. 
Perhaps too long! 
He seemed to me worthy, too. Perhaps this Ghost of change was follow­ 
ing him around. 
We cannot look back and walk forward. 
Age often brings on the stooped shoulders. 
But this is a physical 
change, and alters not at all one’s love for the man. 
But to become stoop 
minded—that is tragedy! 
One must stand erect in mind where there is 
fighting going on, and where there are all sorts of emergencies to m eet 
and conquer. 
“Leave thy low vaulted past!” wrote Oliver W endell Holmes in that 
lovely poem, “The Chambered. Nautilus.” Tile past—it's just an experience 
on which to build bigger and better. 
The present importance of a man is not what he has done, but what 
he wants to do, and what he is determined to do. 
Change brings about numberless new enterprises. 
And the more effi­ 
cient and enterprising one man becomes, the greater become the oppor­ 
tunities of the less efficient, for the former has to have helpers—those un­ 
able to keep pace with his advance, and while he creates anew.

Every garden, no m atter how small, 
needs a few shrubs for background, 
accent and for the feeling of perma­ 
nence and stability that they give to 
the garden. W here space is limited, 
however, the selection of the shrubs 


to be planted should be m ade only 
after careful thought. 
Large shrubs 
should be avoided; for not only will 
they take up too much valuable 
space but be out of scale with the 
rest of the planting. 
Many shrubs, 
which when young are small, as they 
mature outgrow their positions and 
if pruned back lost* their shapeliness 
and personality. For planting in the 
small garden it is far better to choose 
shrubs which even when m ature are 
moderate in size. 
In the sm all garden, as in the large 
one, a mixture of evergreens for 
permanent green and rich effect and 
some flowering deciduous shrubs to 
lend color and variety is m ost pleas­ 
ing. There are m any from which to 
choose, but as space is lim ited, the 
finer, more choice shrubs should be 
given preference. 
M any shrubs, ex­ 
cellent in themselves, are planted so 
much that they have becom e m o­ 
notonous. 
The Japanese barberry

Its place in the sm all garden 
I may better be taken by shrubs of 
more refined and distinctive habit.

But the owner of the small garden 
need not forego the fragrance and 
profusion of mock-orange bloom if 
he chooses the dwarf types.

empty early in the season. For this 
lesson it is wise to use evergreens 
with them in the shrub planting. 
They are often planted in the large 
perennial border, where 
they are 
effective with bundy asters, b d e ll­ 
iums and oilier fall flowers. 
A shrub 
of graceful habit and 
low growth, seldom exceeding th it* 3 
feet is the stephanandra. Its dain­ 
ty foliage, turning to a brilliant red 
in autumn, makes it valuable for 
planting in 
sm all gardens 
when* 
everything must be in scale

shrub blooms in July with white 
flowers resembling a spirea, but not
